Complicated 
Litigation 
Before 


Judge Vail from Cham- 


paign County. 


This week Judge Tail has been having 


a wearisome time of. it boating two out- 
rage trials in his court, and thie forenoon 
another case came up before him from 
Champaign county on a change of 
venue, the complications of which are 
enough to keep him pondering for a long 
time. It is a crooked story telling of the 
woes and heartburnings of the Bomgaard 
family. The title of the case originally 
was Victorine Bomgaard, the mother, vs. 
Mary Waldo, the widow of Herry Waldo, 
and others: a bill to set aside a deed 
made in May, 1884, by which 320 acres of 
land was conveyed to Mrs. Waldo, it is 
alleged, nnder duress and threats of per- 
sonal violence. Since th» evidence wan 
given the mother died, and under her 
will Amelia Hagen, a daughter, was 
made the legatee and exeontnx. She is 
therefore the party complainant in the 
case now pending. 


After Mary 
married Waldo there 


was trouble in tbe Bomgaard fam- 
ily. 
She was banished 
from 
the 


home. 
Then Amelia married B Mr. 


Hagen. They didn't live happily with 
the old folks, end they were banished 
from the home. 
Then Mnry Waldo re- 


turned to the Bomguard home, and it 
wsa soon after her return, it is alleged 
that tbe deed of the 320 eeres of land to 
her for "81.00 and love and affection" 
was executed. Joseph Bomgnard, the 
husband and father, did not liv* happily 
with his wife, and she applied for a di- 
vorce and got it, the old lady going to 
live with her daughter, Mrs. Hagen. 
Hagen had built a house on a farm, and 
it was while the old lady was there that 
the property was destroyed by fire. Jos 
Bomgnardwas indicted for setting the 
house on fire, and he was arrested; but 
there was no trial. The old man died in 
1892, and the old lady is gone. It is con- 
tended that the old lady waa forced to 
make the deed, threats ot death it is said 
having been made to induce her to make 
the transfer of half the estate to 
Mary 
Waldo. 
It 
appears 
from 


the statements of attorneys made in 
court to-day that under tbe decree 
of divorce she was allowed only a life in- 
terest in the estate, and that Mary Waldo 
has been a charity charge at Champaign 
tor several years, and that she had to 
make application to the Bisters of Charity 
to help her mother. 


The complainant is represented in 


court by Attorney J. L. Ray and Oapt. 
Thomas H. S-nitb, and the defendants 
are represented by Attorneys Gere & 
Philbriok of Champaign, and Crea & 
Ewing of Decatur. 


The whole litigation is for the purpose 


of getting an equal division of the prop- 
erty which is valued at about «50,000, 
but on the face of it, the courts may give 
all of the property to Amelia.

A liittlo Difference. 


The Review objects to the statement 


made by the RIPUBLIOAN, some days ago, 
to the effect that the Demooratio press is 
not honest in its claim that the Wilson 
bill will be highly benefitial to the 
country, beoansee it does not know what 
the Wilson bill will be like when it be- 
comes a law. In defense it argues that 
the Bepnblioans claim it will beiojnriou 
to the country, and that they have no 
better means ot knowing whftt the bill 
will be than the Democrats. 


At first blush this might appear logical, 


and will most certainly satisfy a great 
many people who vote the Democratic 
ticket "through thick and thin," ruin or 
no ruin, but always the Demooratio 
ticket. But there ,is no parallel be- 
tween the positions ooonpied by the 
Republicans and Democrats, and from 
which they form their opinions of the 
Wilson bill. It is certain that no tariff 
bill can past this congress that will pro- 
vide a tariff to make up the difference 
between labor here and abroad, and for 
this reason alone, ia whatever .form tbe 
Wilson bill becomes a law, it will not 
bring the country into tbe prosperity it 
had under protection. Ia other words, 
no legislation that will open our ports to 
goods manufactured abroad by cheap 
labor and thus taking employment away 
from American workfngmen, can make 
the country prosperous. Upon this gen- 
eral principle the protectionist ia justifi- 
able in predicting that the Wilson bill 
will be B bad thing for the country. 


Bat how is it with the Demooratio 


press, which is predicting great and good 
result* from the bill, when they do not 
know what the bill will be when il be- 
comes a taw? Under-the lead ot Grover 
Cleveland the DemoorataS pirty has 
started out to reform the tariff along cer- 
tain well-defined lines, the chief of which 
is free raw materials. ^The theory is that 
if the manufacturer can be given free* 
raw maierial, duties can be decreased on 
finished products without injuring Amer- 
ican labor.or American manufacturers. It 
is vary clear, from this proposition, that it 
tbe bill fails to make raw material free, 
the fabric will be greatly damaged and 
illogical. The chief raw materials, ac- 
cording to the Demooratio tariff lexicon, 
are coal, iron ore, woo!, hemp and other 
like materials, and lumber. 
If these 


things are not kept on the free list, as 
they are on the bill which passed the 
house, the whole theory will be de- 
ntroyed. They mast be kept there, or 
the Democratic prediction that the bill 
will benefit the country must (all. No 
Democratic aewipaper, however, to-day 
dare say those so-called raw materials 
will be on tbe free list when the bill be- 
comes a law. In fact it has been agreed 
that coal will probably be pat on the 
dutiable list in the senate, and perhaps

Harrison on Silver. 


Ez-Preeideet Harrison on bis way to 


California wae met at Trinidad Colorado 
by the mayor and tally 2,000 people and 
was asked to speak to them wbioh he 
proceeded to do. He talked to them 
about the tariff and closed with tbe fol- 
lowing views about the silver question 
which everybody ought to read and 
study:

"Ton have another interest out here 


which you have asserted with a good 
dealot vehemenoe and determination, 
and that is the silver question. Now I 
say to you to-day what 1 aaid when £ waa 
president, and what I have always be- 
lieved, that a larger nse of silver for 
money and free coinage of silver upon a 
basis to be agreed apon, that wonld 
maintain its parity with gold, was good 
for the whole world. I do not believe 
that we oould ran free coinage ourselves

Garri- 
son's Co., and called on him for protec- 
tion. Sheriff Silman, with eight depu- 
ties is at the depot waiting on a 
freight, due here at 13 o'clock. The 
sheriff requested the Governor to send 
militia. 
Gov. McCorkle immediately 


telegraphed to Company I, of Hunt- 
ington; C, of Hiuton, and the Ronce- 
vorte company to be ready to move at 
once. He requested the C. & O. to 
have cars ready to transport troops. 


Martial Law Proclaimed. 


HuNiiSGTOJf, W. Va., March 2.—Mar- 


tial law has been declared in the min- 
ing region, and Capt. Bob Carr is in 
command of the troops. Kb soldiers 
have been moved from Wyant's mines. 
The Wyants announced to-day that 
their men would go into the mines to- 
morrow, and until then no outbreak is 
expected. 


A mass meeting of strikers is being 


held at Montgomery to-night, with 
about 3,000 present. All visible arms 
have been put away and the crowd is 
orderly, but the speeches are inflam- 
matory. One feature of the strike is 
the open hostility of the strikers to 
the railroads.

and kill them, but that's not what he's 
after. He wants recreation, a tonic for 
heart, body and soul, a rest for his 
weary mind, and there's no better place 
to find it than in the field with dog and 
gun. 


It is a beautiful si^ht to him just to 


see the intelligent dogs moving like 
steam motors across the field, watching 
each other with a jealous eye and each 
seeking to outdo the other. Then it 
does him good to walk over the fields 
and beneath the trees, breathing into 
his soul fresh, inspiration for his work. 
All this is good to him, but when the 
birds are found and the dogs get down 
to their work in earnest, business cares 
fold their sable wings and fly away, 
and his body thrills with a pleasureable 
excitement that does as much good as a 
judicious charge of electricity through 
the system. 


When a true sportsman gets in the 


field he makes it a rule never to shoot 
anything he cannot use, unless it is 
some bird of prey that plays havoo 
with the farmer's chickens. 


He never des troys life just because 


he has the power to do so, for he has 
too high a regard for life that he can 
take, but cannot give. 


If he should come upon a rabbit 


snoozing in his bed he will never shoot 
him down there, for that would be like 
slipping up behind a man in the dark 
and shooting him in the back. He gives 
the rabbit a chance for his life, put- 
ting on notice, as it were, by kicking 
him out of the bed, and then as he 
scurries oft', he'll take a, crack at him 
ou the run. 


If he sees a covey of birds huddled 


Up together for his 
U >T, he does not 


shoot into them an i kill the whole 
bunch, but he frightens them up. and 
as they whirr away he takes his 
chances on the fly and watches where 
they light, so that his dogs can find 
them and he can g-et numerous shots. 


If you want to disgust a sportsman 


go along with him and kill a few birds 
on the ground. 


Thera is another class of men, how- 


ever, who do not share the feelings of 
the sportsman—the pot hunter. 


You have all seen him and will read* 


ily recognize his picture. 


Lank and dirty and lazy, he loafi 


about home all the summer, letting his 
wife support him and his sorry-looking 
dogs until fall. 


He wanders about the country get« 


(ting birds spotted, and as toon as they 
are biff enough to shoot he is there 
with his dog and gun, it matters not 
.whether it is in or out of season—he's 
after meat. 


He never stops until he kills the 


whole covey on the ground, on the 
wing, or in the trees; and with hU 
game he goes to the restaurant and 
sells them for a (food price, as the pro- 
prietor is glad enough to get them and 
ask no questions. 


This pot hunter finds a cov«y out of 


season, and if there is any danger from 
shooting- them, he sets him a trap and 
gets them without making any fuss. 


It's a free-and-easy sort of life to 


him, and he'd kill birds all the year 
round if you'd let him.—Atlanta Jour- 
nal.

Meredith charged that thousands of men 
are on the pension roll* who have no 
claim to be there, and when this state- 
ment was challenged he described B cace 
that oama under his personal knowledge, 
without mentioning any names. Funk 
declared that if Meredith knew of any 
fraud and failed to expose it he was not 
a good citizen. This remark was mis- 
understood by Meredith, who thought 
that Funk charged that Maredith's state- 
ment was false. 


Becoming excited Meredith left hie 


place on the Democratic side, and cross- 
ing to the midst of the Republican aid*, 
where Funk was, in a threatening man- 
ner, repelled the supposed charge ot bis 
antagonist, shaking his fist in Mr. Funk's 
face. Members crowded around the two 
men, and great excitement prevailed. 
There was considerable angry colloquy 
between the two disputants, and a col- 
lision, perhaps, was only averted by tbe 
interference of members. 
Funk called 


out that he did not retract anything he 
had said, and waa responsible anywhere 
at any time for bis utterances. 


Finally Speaker Crisp resumed the 


chair and directed the Mrgeant-at-arnui 
to restore order, whiob that official 
promptly did. Meredith returned to his 
place, but tbe speaker declined to recog- 
nize him to proceed further with his re- 
marks.

Ex-Confederate General Jnbtl A. 


Early divd at Lynohburg, Va., at 1030 
o'clock last night. While hs was T8 
years ot age, and had thus reached the 
period when death is the natural lot of 
man, bis death was the rean.t ot a beavy 
fall be received on the ica in Lynobbnrg 
eom« two weeks ago 


Gen. Early was one of tba best law- 


yers 10 Virginia before the war, and as 
an officer, being a graduate of West 
Point, he was one of the moat brilliant 
and persistent ot southern generals. He 
lost favor in the south in hi« later cam- 
paign in the Bhanaodoah valley, after 
Sheridan took eommhad ot that military 
division, but the fanit was not Esrly's. 
No more brilliant plan won ever con- 
ceived and executed than tbe movement 
made by Early by which be flanked 
Sheridan's army on Cedar creek, Oat. 19, 
1864, and there is no telling what the 
final outcome ot that affair would have 
been had the arm* and tbe officers under 
Early stood by him. Early was a Vir- 
ginian by birth, having been born m 
franklin county Nov. 8, 1816
